But however,. they rejeted him,. and thruſt him ff 
them, as the Scripture fays, yet God accepted his Noble atten 
for the Deliverance of his Peoplez and though it were 1 
Crowned with preſent Succeſs, according to his hopes, ye 
is honoured with ſo high a Teſtimony from. the Spirit of G 
that ſhews in how great eſteem it was had with him, upon 
count of that moſt excellent frame of Spirit 'in which'it was 
dertaken, Heb.

And at laſt all the Firſt-born of 
g9pt were ſlain, from the Firſt-born of Pharaoh that fat on the 
hrone, to the Firſt-born of the Captive in the Dungeon, Exod. 
2. 29. Behold a wonder of ſtupidity in the 1/rae/ires, who did 
ot hereby underſtand rhe Omnipotency of that God, by whoſe 
d all theſe things were wrought : For when they were 
rought out into the Wilderneſs, and ſaw Pharaoh and his Hoſt 
urſuing them, they cry out unto Moſes, Is it becanſe there were 
2 Graves iu Egypt, thou haft brought us here to die in the Wilder- 
eſs? Ex009.14. 11,12. As if there were no way that God could 
jake for them to eſcape Deſtruction from the Egyptians, who had 
often aſſured them of a full Deliverance,and wrought fo many 
ad great Miracles already before their Eyes in order thereunto. 
But Oh the Sluggiſhne(s and Inconfideratenels of this People /! 
hey did not make themſelves underſtand theſe Wonders : 
hey did not weigh them throughly , and improve? them as 
z2y ought fol future Inſtruftion. How ealie elſe had it been 
1s to argue with themſelves and one another , What reaſon 
e we to fear theſe feeble Egyptians 2 who, if they had been 
le to have detained us in their Service, would never have let us 
z but were by the mighty Hand of our God upon them, 
apelled to diſmiſs us, yea; to thruft us.out of the Land. He 
t track all their Firſt-born with Death in one Night,Pharao}'s, 
261] as others3 cannot heas eaſily ſtrike Phareoh hunſelf and his 
ſt dead, and fave us from his Hands? But alas! their Thoughts 
re ſo much taken up with Pharaoh's Power, that the Power of 
d neer came 'into them; and they could ſee. nothing elſe 
Death and the Grave , becauſe they conſidered not the

and by ſuch a ſeries of wonders confounded and fruſtrated t 
wicked deſigns of Pharaoh and the Egyptians for their deft 
Aion. 

And now to Apply theſe things to our ſelves, I ſhall ſpeak 
ſome of thoſe Wonders ſuitable to the Diſperſation we live 
der, which God hath' wrought for the Preſervation and Deliv 
ance of the Proteſtant Intereſt, from Popery and Slavery, wh 
for the two Reigns laſt paſt, hath much prevailed over it, and 
deGgned wholly to ſwallow it up 3 though, 1 fear, the moſt p 
have not ſec themſelves,- or made themſelves, to underſtand the 
as they ought.For though, in our days,God rarely works any a 
wonders as thoſe in Egypt, which ſtrike the ſenſes ſo immediate 
and make ſuch ſidden and powerful impreſſions upon Senſe a 
Reaſon alſo; yet he works another ſort of wonders for his Peop 
which though leſs obſervable by unthinking perſons, are no 1 
effetual for the Preſervation and Deliverance of his Church th 
the former. And Perſons who are Wiſe and Prudent, and ni 
conſider the ways of God, do underſtand them , Hoſe 14. 
of which nature I have ſomething to offer in general, and then 
particular. | 


In General, three things of this nature, the Scriptures remi 
in an eſpecial manner, which the Almighty Delights and 
TICS 1N. 

1. The confounding the Wiſdom of the wicked crafty Polit 
ans of this World, ſtriking them with blindneſs, that they cany 
ſee their way, and fruſtrating their Deſigns that they are nota 
to accompliſh them. He diſappounteth the Devices of the craf 
ſo that their hand cannot perform their enterpriſe: They m 
with darkneſs in the day time, and grope, in the noon- PH 
day, as in the night. And though never ſo many of & $2 
them join together in Councel, yet God bringeth their ##-$-19 
Councel to nought, that their Decrees cannot ſtand. | 

2, The turning their own deep Councels and contrivances 4 
on their own Heads, and making them bring about their- 0 
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-- DeſtruGtion.. He taketh the Wiſe in their own craftineſs, * 
F: 13 and the Counſel of the ſroward is carried headlong. It is

| ſo overruled by God that it is carried-quite contrary to 
Ir intentions, and like a man that deſigns to pitch on his Feet, 
falls on his Head and daſhes out :his own brains. The 
Heathen are ſunk, down in the pit which they made, in the 
Net which they laid is their own Foot taken. The wicked 
rared in the work of his own Hands. Haggion Sela. That is, ſure- 
this is a thing to be much meditated on. And by theſe Judg- 
nts, ſaith the Linn th the Lord is known. Pharaoh and his 
litick Counſellors found this by experience, for they never 
d any more fooliſh act than when they conſulted to deal wiſely 
with the 1ſraclites, and by cruel oppreſſion to hinder 
them from multiplying, and fo getting out of the Land:

| all manner of Abominations? The Roads, Streets, Houſes, 
ging with Dammees and ſtrange new invented Blaſphemies; 
alth-drinking , Revelling, obſcene Diſcourſe , every where 
punding 4 ſo that one who would not Swear, Drink, and 
mn with them, if he came into company. he was not ac- 
zinted with, incurred the hazard of his life 3 as I my ſelf have 
2nexperienced.[ndeed,for almoſt thirty years laſt paſt,the Land 
been, as 1/aiah ſpeaks of Iſrael, . 1/a. 1.1 to 7. a Sodom and 
zorrah, and notwithſtanding all Gods correQions, revolted 
e and more: the whole head fick,, the whole heart faint. From the 
of the foot to the head, no ſoundneſs in it 5 but wounds, and brui- 
and putrified ſores , which have not been cloſed, nor bound up, nor 
ified with ointment.

ſhew'd they were enemies to God, Col. 1. 21:*fhonld in the 
time of trial appear on his fide, as Exod. 32. 26. 'May it 
not well cauſe us to break out into admiration, 'and ſay with' 
the Apoſtle, O the depth of the riches of the wiſdouw and know- 
ledge of God! how-unſearchable are his Judgments, antl his ways © 
paſt finding out ! Rom. 11.33. 19759 
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Nother deep Deſign in order to the promoting Pope-* 
ry, was to ſet Proteſtants to deſtroy one another, by 
Ena&ting and Executing moſt 'crue: Laws about Religion, 
whereby the moſt Prevalent might ruin and devour the reſt ; 
Lording it over their Perſons, breaking open their Doors, - 
nfling their Houſes, ſeizing their Eſtates, caſting them into 
filthy Priſons, where by cloſe confinement multitndes pe- 
riſhed , /convicting them without Hearing or Jury 3 and 
that for nothing but worſhipping God after his Word, ac-_ 
cording to the beſt light they had therein z and all this 
while the Perſecutors were but inſtruments to ſerve Popiſh . 
ends 3 for thoſe who inſtigated them to this baſelj of * 
drudgeries, expected theſe effets from it. That the Perſe: - 
cuting Party who were countenanced and ſupported by- 
them, would by mtereſt" as: well as gratitude be obliged to 
ſhew them kindneſs. when'they ſhould have occaſion to as 
it. As for the. perſecuted, wy of them would conform 
. % Bar _ 
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to the Laws. rather than enduze the, ſeverities of them, 
. though to the wounding of their Conſciences 3 and they 
whoſe. Conſciences could ſtretch to one Law, conld alſo 
ſtzetch to, another for Worldly ends, and might be eafily 
brought over to their Religion when time ſhould ſerve. And 
they who ſtood faithfa! to-their Principles would be glad to 
be relieved againſt the rigor of the Laws, and violence of 
their Perfecators, thankfully embracing a general liberty 
when offered 3 in which the Catholicks being comprehend- 
ed, their Church having all the advantages above others, 
the Government could afford , could not fail of a great 
encreaſe; and the hatred between the Perſecutors and 
Perſecuted being irreconcileable, the latter in any caſe of 
difficulty would ſtand by them who were their BenefaQors 
and Deliverers. 

But though the contrivance was rational, the event did 
not anſwer thereto; for God who is Infinite in Wiſdom, and 
Almighty in Power, fruſtrated their expeQations in every 
thing above mentioned. For as for thoſe who had been 
ſupported in that extravagant and Arbitrary Power oyer 
_ thair Brethren by them, when Popery thought good open- 
ly to appear, and ſet up for it ſelf, though they were acted 
by ſuch Blind Zeal, that they were content to become Scaf- 
folds for its aſcending the Throne, and the preſent ſupport- 
ing the fame, and humble ſapplicants (by their Addrefles) 
to it there, yet in the Pulpits they declaumed bitterly againſt 
it 5 and while they prafefied the greateſt Loyalty and Ho- 
nour for their Popiſh King that was imaginable ; yet from 
Pulpits and Preſles both, they continually poured reproach 
and difhonour upon his deareſt Friends and Religion, which 
could not poſſibly have any other effe& than the rendring 
his Perſon and Government odious to the people. And now 
what would be given for an Oedipzs that could reſolve this 
profound myſtical point of Theology , ſo contradifory to 
ſenſe and xeaſon ? But although'the myſtery of Tranſubſtan- 
"> tation 
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tiation of the Bread and Wine in the Lords Supper, into the 
fibſtance of Fleſh and Blood, being a Dofrine taught by 
Popiſh Prieſts, is rejefted by: Proteſtants as repugnant to 
ſenſe and resſon as well as Scripture ; yet this being taught 
by thoſe who profeſs the Proteſtant Religion, though equal- 
ly repugnant to all, was received by their Diſciples. And if 
you will believe them, well underſtood 3 and their Loyalty 
to the Popiſh King they had fet up remains untainted to this 
day. | 

But to be plain, in ſtead of the reciprocal ſupport they 
expected from the Party they had ſupported, Thoughtful 
Men could imagine nothing elſe, but that they heard in all 
parts of the Land, Drums beating, and Trumpets ſounding, 
from Preſs and Pulpit, to call in Auxiliaries againſt them 
which the event proved to be true. Thus their expeations 
were diſappointed from the Perſecuting Party, whom they 
had ſo highly Careſſed and Countenanced for their own * 
ends. * 

Their expectations from the Perſecuted Party faited them 
as much; for thoſe who had ſtrained their . Conſciences to 
acompliance with the Worſhip publickly enjoyned ( for 
avoiding the penalties of the Laws) fo long as it had the 
name of Proteſtant, they. would not be induced by fear or - 
favour to a compliatice'with Popery, though it was fixed in 
the Throne 3 bat firmly adhzred to the former Party in op- 
poſition to it 3 whether out of Conſcience or Policy, as em- 
bracing that which they judged the ſtrongeſt ſide,the Search- 
er of hearts knows. The reſt who had born the heat of the 
Day of Perſecution, which was ſo intenſe, thatit had ſcorch- 
ed many of their Brethren to Death, and they knew. not 
how ſoon it would do them, no wonder if they readily em- 
braced a ſhade. But though the Addreſſes made by ſeveral 
of them ( for many refuſed it) cannot be vindicated, as fa- 
vouring of ſordid flatt&y, and promifing toſupportand de- 
tend a Popiſh Throne, which 1s as Vs to their Religion

as, _— to bght; yet: the generality of their addreſſes 
containing only, matter of thanks for the preſent benefit they 
received, may be, at lealt, in part:excuſed,, by the intolera- 
ble Perſecution they had long ſuffered, and the frailty of hu- 
mane Nature, which is very apt to be ſo affected with pre- 
ſent good as to forget the danger of future evil ; or indeed, 

like the ſilly Fiſh to catch at the bait, not regarding the 
hook that is under 3 for the known Maxim of the Romiſh 
Charch, No Faith with Hereticks, confirmed by their con- 
ſtant practice when-ever they get Power, and particularly.by 
the late horrid Maſlacre in Frazce, affords ſufficient inſtructi- 
on to Proteſtants:to let them know what truft or thanks they 
owe to the promiſe, of Po iſh, Princes. But. whatever guilt 
this latter ſort” of Latoodes ;may baveincurred, Iam fare 
their Perſecutors, whoſe cruclty was the caule of it, will be 
found far more guilty before the Righteous Throne of 
God. 

However a oenieral liberty being granted, and the Papiſts 
over and.above having the Governnient ſare on their, ſide, 
thought that Converts would have flockt into their Churches, 
tike Doves to the windows, , but, the Lord kept the-Peoples. 
hearts from cloſing with 'them : {o,.that; though they! law: 
all” Preferment, lay, thar way ,., they,,generoully footed: to 
comply, with" it : Except few the very. groſleſh, Feces, of 
the Nation coming in to them 3, ſuch; as though they, durſt

fore in the time of their Calamity,left them to ſhift for them- 
ſelves; inſomuch, that of all tne whole Party, there were 
none to be found who countenanc'd or pityed them, but a 
few ſneaking Hireling Regulators, a kind of Rencgadoes of 
the Proteſtant Religion, who were atraid of being called to 
account for. what they had acted as Popiſh Tools, for Sub-. 
verſion thereof; and ſome few of their, Familiars, whom 
they. had influenced againſt the Prince of Orange's Glorious 
Undertakings but the Whole of the Diſlenting Party beſides. 
Joyning with all other Proteſtants, prayed for his Proſperity, 


Purſes, . when, his occattons:required it, as generouſly as any, 
and were ready to.have done much more had there been 


the Popiſh Devices aforementioned were defeated, a 
Councelscarried headlong.

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Nation-for the Deſtruction of them and us : For had they 
once deſtroyed them , our DeſtruQion had inevitably fol- 
lowed ſoon after; for as God hath made that Nation the 
greateſt A/zluzr, or Sanfuary of all diſtreſſed Proteſtants in 
the whole World, frem the time they commenced a Free 
State to this day 3 ſo hath he ſtrengthened and honoured 
them, though a little People, to be the great Bulwark of Ex- 
rope againſt Popery and Slavery, for about Thirty Years laſt 
paſt ; which in all appearance had long before this over-run 
K, had not the Lord enabled them to refiſt the Aſſaults, and 
_ the Attempts of the mighty Tyrants of the Earth : And 
hat moſt nobleVindicatrix of Liberty, Amfterdam,juſtly claims 
a peculiar, yea, the principal ſhare in that Honour ; for had 
thoſe overgrown Leviathans prevailed to raſe her Foundati- 
ons, the perſecuted Proteſtants would not have known 
where to find a place of that fafety and conveniency on 
Earth: For though - many zealous Proteſtants, whoſe Heat 
much exceedes their Light, have been ready to reproach 
Holland, and particularly Amſterdam, as a Sink and Nurſery 
of all Errors, becauſe they prote& all Menas Men, and leave 
them to their Liberty to worſhip God: according to the know- 
ledge they have of him ; yet 'tis becauſe themſelves are 
feavened with that peſtilent Error, which fome blind Prieſts 
have infuſed into them, That Force ought to be uſedin mat- 
ters of meer Religion 3 a Principle diretly oppoſite to the 
Tenor and Spirit of the Goſpel. Snch Perſons little know 
of what importance that People, and eſpecially that City, 
are to the whole Proteſtant Intereſt, yea, Liberty of the 
World; and that themſelves owe not only their own well- 
being under God to them, but perhaps their being alf&Ffor 
had the Popiſh Princes ſubdued them, we have no reaſon to 
believe, that our Caſe ere this had not been as bad as that 
pf the French Proteſtants is, multitudes of whom have been 
murdered, the reſt either forced to fiF their Country, or ab- 
are their Religion. But thongli*n this War the Lord ſaf- 
| =— ter. 
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fered them to. be ſorely diſtreſſed, the Ifland of Scheling 
and Ships there being burnt, and many other together with 
their Admiral blown up or burnt in Fight, and were indan- 
ger of utter ruine, had thetr Enemies proſecuted their ad- 
vantage throughly 3 and the French, who were in a feigned 
Leagne with them, betraying them, and doing them no ſer- 
vice 3 yet the Lord ſaved them from Deſtruction, and in the 
end gave them the advantage over their Popiſh Enemies,and 
enabled them to retaliate their Injuries, by burning and car- 
rying away. their principal Ships as they lay in'Harbours at 
home 3 fo diſabling them thereby, that they were forced to 
feek Peace, by the help of the French King, their real, but 
the Dutch pretended Friend. 


SEC HE. IV. 


HE next thing I ſhall mention, is, the burning of Lox- 

don, and Suburbs, another Helliſh and Popiſh Con- 
trivance for the Deſtruction of the Proteſtant Religion , 
which, though God for our Sins hath ſuffered them in part 
to effect, yet as to the end for which they undertook it, the 
advancing their own Religion, and ruining the Proteſtant, 
the Lord hath wonderfully diſappointed them , as I ſhall 
ſhew in ſeveral Particulars, for Proof whereof we have nat: 
only the Oaths of Doftor Oats and Mr. Bedloe, but a mul-: 
titude of concurrent Teſtimonies in the account of the ſe- 
veral Informations exhibited to the Honourable Committee, 
appointed by the Parliament to enquire into the dreadful 
Burning, of the City of Loxdox in theYear 1666. to which

and in ſome ſhort time after he ſhould ſee as bloody a "time as 
ever was ſince England was England. Allo Bedloe's Narrative 
of the Fire of London, p. 1. They hoped then to gain an Oppor- 
tunity of "putting in execution their long-deſigned General 
Maſſacre.” And beſides thoſe thouſands of Cut-throat Rufti- 
- ans they! had'engaged in that horrid Villany, there's cauſe. 
enough to ſifpe& the Guards as Confederates for that pur- 
poſe, who were ſuch. faithful Friends to the Incendiaries 
in their Diſcovery , as to reſcue them out of the hands 
of thoſe who apprehended them, and take them into their 
Protection during all the Fire; and being once got into 
their hands, they were fate enough from Juſtice. For this ſee.

As if they had been 
ſent on purpoſe to guard them, and help carry on the Fire. 
Nay, ſome of them were taken in the very At of burning 
Houſes, and the reſt, though they were informed of it, re- 
ſcued them out of the Peoples Hands. For which ſee p. 21. 
beginning. Oh! horrid perfidiouſne(s + Stopping up the 
Paſſages, and hindring thoſe who came as faithful Helpers to 
extinguiſh -the Fire, by threatning Language, and rough 
treating them 3 ſo that they ſeemed more like men appoint- 
ed to promote, than ſappreſs the Fire, and to affiſt in. the 
latter part of the Tragedy intended, only waiting for the 
Word of Command: © But whoever they were: that had the 
Condu& of this execrable Secret, the Lord (hewed himſelf 
in the Mount, and ſent ſuch a Terror into their Spirits, . that 
the ſtont-hearted were afraid, and their men of might could not 
2d their hands, Plal. 76.5. for which ſo great and ſeaſonable 
a Mercy, not only. the People of London and England have 
-auſc'to fing Halclujah, but the whole Proteſtant Party, as 
ong./as the Sunand Moon endure.

And as they-kept the way of the Lord, and had not wicked- 
ly departed from their God in- this. hour of great Tempta- 
tion 3 So the Lord recompenſed them according io their Rights- 
oufneſs, according to the Cleanneſs of their hands in his Eye- 
feeht, Plal. 18. 21, 24. Preſerving them and their Religion 
againſt- the fury of two ſach Great enraged Potentates, who 
with their-united Forces thought to ſwallow them up quick. 
And certainly had done it, had not the Lord been on their 
ſide, P/al.t24.2,4. Which deliverance as tt affords matter of 
great Admiration for all future Ages, ſo hkewiſe-of- more 
than ordinary thankſgiving, and inſtruction to alt Prote- 
ſtants, and us of this Nation in particular 3 but more eſpe- 
cially to thoſe herein, who combined or wiſhed for their 
overthrow. And for this end I ſhall offer two-moſt remark-

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in Engliſh, Hol/avd:miuſibe Deſtroyed:; asif the ſafery of Emp. 
land 4 confiſted 1n og _ of Holland. iy: ct: F 
years before his Death was taken -down from that Pinacle, 
-upon the accompt of his aſſerting the ProteſtantReligion ſo 
-bighly:in his Station, and forced over the Seas for his Life, 
-and then could find no "Country fo fit for his ProteQion as 
. Holland, nor any City as Amſterdam : who moſt Chriſtianly 
paſling by his miſchievous adviſe for their extirpation, 
( though *twas impoſhible to forget it ) received him into 
'their Arms, and fhelterd him till he Died. This Example 
-ought to be a warning to all who do or may come ro under- 
Nand it, to take heed of traducing or-undermining their in- 
-nocent Neighbors, leſt God imhis juſt Judgment bring them 
to that diſtreſs, that they may be forced -to become ſuppli- 
-Tants unto them whom they have injured. 

The next is our preſent Caſe. What cauſe have we to look 
back and wonder at that infinite Wiſdom and Goodneſs 
"which preſerved that Nation in this War alſo, whom fo ma- 
ny Proteſtants of this Nation ſought then to deſtroy, in or- 
«der to deliverance of usall in general,and them m particular? 

-How many red hot Sermons and wild Fire Prayers were 

--made againſt them by many Superlative Zealots in the 
Church , whoſe Ambition prompted them to fignalize 

- their Loyalty thereby, who have ſeen ſufficient cauſe fince 
that, to Preach and Pray quite Backward ? But that is no 
{trange thing to fuch Perſons who will Preach and Pray any 
thing their Superiors command,right or wrong. But becauſe I 
hope many of their Eyes are nowopened to ſee the vileneſsof

own and their .Countries good. For there ſeems to us no 
other viſible way for Erg/and to have caſt off the yoke of 


: Popery and Slavery at this day, had not God reſerved the 
” Dutch to betthe Inſtruments for accomphſhing it, under the 


condut of that moſt 'renowned Captain the then Prince of 
Oranee, at preſent our Victorious King, whom together with 
his Royal Conſort, God long preſerve to his own glory and 


' his Churches good. | 


Thus you ſee how God defeated the Councels which were 
taken for deſtroying the Dutch, by a feigned friendſhip, the 
better to-extirpate the Proteſtant Religion both there and 
here, and brought things about quite contrary, reſerving-the 
Dutch for inſtruments of their Deſtruction and our Deliver- 
ance; yea, for the ſaving many of thoſe blind Proteſtants, 
who contributed unto, and would have rejoyced at that time 
in their ruin.

Ay; and fo violating their own Faith, and ruining multitudes 
of Families, and putting the People into an univerſal Con- 
ſternation, to hear of ſuch unpreſidented Treachery ated 
by the Government : So that now, if ever, it might be ſaid, 
Publica fides punica fides; but however the means anſwers the 
end exadtly, both being the fruits of a heart lying in wait to 
deceive. 

And that exa&t Harmony might be kept between their

fon without Bay] or Main-prize. You fee how great Im- 
portance this Teft was of ,” in order to the grand Deſign. 
However, theſe Men. were enabled by God to aflert the Li- 
berty of the Goſpel and their Native Country, by conſtant 
refuſing to take this Teſt, under all the extremities they were 
reduced to, except a very ſmall number, who, I think I may 
ſay, were trapanned into it: Nevertheleſs, though they 
could not bring them.to ſubmit to the Teſt, they kept them 
from- diſtilling their poyſonous Principtes of Schiſm and Re-. 
bellion into the People, as it 15 worded, by diſcovering the 
dangerous nature of this Teſt unto. them. And thus having

But 
Oh ! the wonderful goodneſs of God, which hath been ofteri 
extended to this Nation for its ſalvation, in greateſt Extre- | 
mity ! when the Knife was even at our Throats, he puts out 
his Almighty Hand and plucks it away. He opens the Eyes of 
the ſame Parliament,who had been drawn to impoſethis mo{t 
deſtruciveTeſt upon fo many Perſons Civil, Military,and Ec- 
clefiaſtick already, under ſuch fevere Penalties,to diſcern the 
miſchievousDeſign and Conſequences thereof,and turns their 
Hearts contrary to it 5 ſo that all the Artifice of the Devil 
and all his Inſtruments, could not induce them to comply 
with it themſelves, or 1mpole it on the Nation in general z 
which was the thing principally aimed at from the beginning 
by the firſt Projefors thereof. And the Heroick Zeal which 
was ſhewn, theindefatigable Pains taken, and profound and 
impregnableArguments uſed by thoſe Noble Lords,who then 
expos'd their Lives to the utmoſt rage of their,and our potent 
Adverſaries, to fave the Lite of their Country, did ſo awak- 


with the fenſe of the nnſchiet intended them thereby , that 
they thenceforth had an irreconcilable hatred againſt rhe 
Teſtand the Promoters of it, which had no ſmall influence 
upon their ruin afterward.

SECT. VI. 


Nother memorable Deliverance the Lord wrought for 
_ thisNation, was the diſappointing that Helliſh Machi- 
nation of ſetting 1t on Fire by Forty One Fire-balls,to which 
end they had employed abundance more Incendiaries then 
they had to fire the City : For the Pulpits and Preſſes were 
now made ule. of -1n an extraordinary manner to alarum the 
Nation, with fear of a Forty One Revolution at hand, that 
fo they might be the better enabled to effte& a Popiſh One; 
which they had ſo long laboured after, and ſo many ways 
attempted 'huherto in vain 3 and to. put out the Peoples 
Eyes,that they might not ſee the danger they lay under from 
Popery, they raiſe a duſt in all places about the danger of 
Presbytery; violating the ſacred Bond of Faith plighted in 
the AG& of Indempnity fifteen years before; and endeavour- 
ing to deſtroy thoſe, who had been fo inſtrumental in: the 
Kingsreſtitution. But what ſhould we mention Faith, not in 
the leaſt regarded by them, either abroad or at home ? The 
Gentlemen known formerly by tne Name of Cavaliers, had 
been courted with high promiſes of Preferment to all Places 
Civil and Military, would they but joyn with them in break- 
ing Faith,and revenging the Forty One Bnarrelupon the Pres- 
bzterians 5 a Name common to all Difſenters at thar time 
and to all othets who.manifeſted themſelves true Lovers of 
Virtue and Piety, and their Neighbours, who did not in all 
points conform to the Publick Worſhip: 
| But theſe Gentlemen,though many of them (who had bet- 
ter deſerved of the Government ) were 1n a deſtitute con- 
dition, to their everlaſting, Honour ſhewed ſo much Wiſdom 


| and Generoſity, as to rejed the offer with. greateſt indigna- 


tion ;. 
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tion ; but now afreſh that wicked defign is proſecuted of 
ſetting the Nation in flames, by mercenary knaves and cre- 
dulous fools, for railing an inteſtine War ; that Popery ha+ 
ving the Government of its ſide might ſwallow up all at laſt. 
But by Gods great mercy to "the Land this miſcarried alſo. - ' 
And truly an extraordinary hand of God was ſeen herein, 
p that when ſeveral who had been deeply concerned 1n the 
- * Tranſactions of Forty one, and prefer'd thereby; bewrayed 
their own neſts, betrayed their Party and Religion, by ſer-

t HE Long Parliament of Seventeen years contimuance 
. # being diſſolved, by reaſon of the inextricable neceſſity 
. God by his all-wiſe Providence had reduced them unto of 
doing ſo unpleafing and unadviſed a thing, they quickly be- 
ganto repent of that Aq&, and could they have redeemed 
their Error at any rate, gladly would have done it. But 
alas! Poſt eſt occaſjocalua, 'twas toolate. And now the 6th 
of March, 1678. the time appointed for the fitting of a New 
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Country, Defence of trueReligion, and zealous Proſecution 
of the Plot 3' which, had they not been broken np after the 
former manner, they had effectually done.

No man 
hath Heaven fo favourable to him as that hecan promiſe him- 
ſelf to morrow; God by a ſwift whirlwind turns our affairs a- 
bou tas he pleaſeth. He was not ignorant of the Stories of the 
great Conquerors of the World,the end of whoſe Reignshas 
been as miſerable as the former, part was proſperous; asCruv, 
Alexander, FJulizs Ceſar, Bajazet, and innumerable others, 
heretofore : Charles the Fifth Emperor of Germany , his 
Grandfather Hezry the Fourth King of Fraxce, and lately in 
his own time,Carolus Guſtavas of Sweedland, 8c. beſides thoſe 
recorded in Scriptnre, which he little minded, Adonibezek, 
Saul, Amaziah and others.

That James the II. having endeavoured to Subvert and
